Lord Lansdowne received two despat 
ehes from Lord Roberts -yesterday; 
both were dated Orange Grove, June 
2nd, The first was as follows: 

“Johannesburg, June 2nd. People are 
exurrendering with arms and - horses. 
Three Boer guns were left in the Fort. 
The Queenslanders captured + thirty 
Creusote guns and wagons, with 
stores and ammunition. . Command 
ent Botha and his field cornet with 
100 prisoners were taken in the fight 
ing around Jvbannesburg, also some 
men belonging to the foreign contin- 
gents and Irish jbrigade. - The 
thirteenth Yeomanry was attacked on 
May 29th. between Kroonstad and 
Lindley. There‘were some casualties.” 

The second despatch is as follows: 

“Owing to interruption of telegraph 
lines I only to-day received report that 
Sprigg and his battalion of | Imper- 
ial Yeomanry were attacked between 
Kroonstad and Lindley on May 29. 
Results to follow, later, Shops in Joh- 
annesburg are being opened and there 
seems to be general feeling of relief 
at peaceful occupation of town. The 
prozlamation of state was made known 
at ‘Bloemfonitein on May 26th. by Gen. 
Prettyman. Troops under General 
Kelly-Kenny formed a square and the 
Royal Standard was hoisted; the troops 
gnluted and the royal salute was fired, 
the Queen was cheered and the narne 
of Orange River Golony was weil re- 
ceived. I received report yesterday 
that four prisoners escaped from Pre- 
toria.’* 

Berlin, June 3: Dr. Reitz says ‘that 
Great Britain will require six perman- 
ent ‘garrisons of 50,000 soldiers for the 
Tramsvaal. It is believed that many 
of the Boers: will trek tofGermany 
from South! Africa. 

It is the opinion of expert military 
critics that the Boer power is com , 
pletely shattered and it is only a 
question of a few days till Pretoria is 
ocqupied. All unite in giving the 
highest praise to Roberts for his splen- 
did arrangements during the advance.

A STRANGE CASE. 

Some time ago an article appeared 
in a MacLeod yaper mentioning 2 
horse that had suddenly sprung into 
prominence there through having de- 
veloped a worm in his eye. It ap- 
pears that the case was not-an isolated 
ove. Last March Staff-Sergzt. 
Sweetapple, V. S., of G. Division, N. 
W. M. P., Fort Saskatchewan, re- 
moved from the eye of a horse owned 
by Mr. Wallace, of Partridge Hills, a 
long white worm about the size of the 
lead in a Jead pencil. The thinz was 
three inches in length, and 
before its removal could be disiinctly 
geen swimming around inside the out- 
er covering of the eye. The matter of 
its removal was a delicate one, but 
puccessfully (performed by Seret. 
Sweetapple with a syringe which he 
inserted through the outer covering of 
the eye. The suction of the syringe 
then drew the worm out, and it isnow 
preserved in aleobol as a curious spe- 
It was shawn to the Bulletin 
by Sergt. Evans, of the Edmonton de- 
tachment. It is supposed the worm 
develops from an egg Jaid in or blown 
on the eye ball by some species of fly. 
As other horses throughout the dis- 
trict have no doubt been affected by 
this strange complaint, it is well for 
farmers and stock-raisers to be post- 
ed on the matter. By t 
mal to a competent veterinary and 
have the worm removed, no serious re- 
sults will follow, 
blindness results.

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LETTER FROM TROOPER REID. — 
Through the courtesy of Mr. &. ake 
we are enabled to reproduce below a 
copy of a letter recently received by 
him from his son of the Mcunted Rif- 


les. The Ictter was briefly mentioned 


in ‘our last issae: 

We have been away west of the rail- 
way for about a month. We travel- 
lod northwest from Victoria West to 


Cornarvon, about 75 miles, and about 
as far agin to Van Wyk’s Vlei where 
the rebels were supposed to be, but 
they laid down their arms when they 
heard the “canucks” were coming. We 
started back from there on the ith and 
left Carnarvon on the 7th for this 
place, (120 miles), and got here Jast 
night, camping about two miles out of 
town. We marched in this morning in 
a Spry? African rainstorm, through 
lots of mud. We slept out all the time 
we have peen marching, and last 
night we were wet through to the skin 
from 12 o'clock until just now, when 
we received our kit-bags from V ictoria 
Veet. We hada hard time of it while 
at Van Wyk’s Vlei as.we raz out of 
supplies oa account of bad roaqs and 
we lived on crushed wheat for four 
days; it was iike sawdast. {I believe 
I am the only one in the outfit who 
has never been on the sick list, and 
missed duty. Of course, I can cook, 
and that helped me oui; idth, (Sun- 
day), We attended Anglican service 
here to-day. There are quite a Dum 
bar of troops here at present and we 
hear that we are to proceed to Bloem- 
fontein to join Roberts and Kitchener. 
We shall go by train. Since arriving 
here we.bave been living in tents and 
this is a luxury, you may well believe. 
We were paid two pounds and nine 
pence yesterday, our month's wages, 
but I believe the Canadian government 
is going to make this up to the same 
figure as the other colonial troops 
from New Zealand and Australia ware 
receiving, five shillings a day. Every- 
one here expects the war to be over 
injabout six weeks, as Roberts has 
about 136,006 men at Biloemfentein, 
and is going to move on Pretoria, 
where we bope to celebrate the 24th 
of May. 

There is a soldier’s home here, and 
a coffee house in connection, where one 
can get food and fruit, which is very 
“lucky,” as we would starve to death 
if we had not money to buy extras now 
and again. here is a great deal of 
fever here, two or three funeralg every 
day. One is just passing now, and the 
march is very pathetic. 

We have been rustling all the time, 
marchinz. attending jo our _ horses, 
cleaning arms and clothing and won 


fatigue parties regularly, on three bis- 
cuits, “hard as the deiJ.” (hard - tack 


they call it) and a pound.of “Bully 
Bee!” (canned meat) per-day. We are 
a tired and dirty looking outfit, but 
everyone remarks that we are bigger 
and better looking men than any of 
the imperial or colonial troops here. 
You will likely hear of lots of Boers 
being killed when we get to the front, 
but I think they are about done for, 
anyway. 1 find we start on Tuesday 
for Bloemfontein. It is said that the 
Strathcona Horse are in Cape Town. 
If so, I will see the Lacombe boys 
shortly. The corpora! has just put me 
on 24 hour barrack guard so 1 will 
have to close.

What- 
ever respect we learnt for the Boers in 
th? early stages of the war, whatever 
admiration was aroused by their de- 
termined stands at the Tugela and at 
the first battles of the Modder, have 
now been lost in the face of their very 
evident inability to fight anything, but 
a winning game. They attempted a 
supreme bluff, but laced the sand jto 
see the game ithrough. An English 
force shut up in Pretoria, with its two 
years’ supply of food. encircled by its 
seven a*most impregnable forts, would 
have held it for two years ugainst a 
foo ten times their number. Had the 
Boars attempted this they would have 
at least earned the respect of their 
opponents and the world at large, but 
failing this they must be classed in 
the category with the man whe pre- 
ferred to be a live coward rather than 
a dead hero.

A ietter received in Winnipeg re- 
cently from Springfontein, says that 
Sergt. McLeod, of the Royal Canadian 
Dragoons, who went out with the sec- 
ond Canadian contingent, while out 
eccuting, singlehanded, captured two 
Boers and sixteen head of cattlé. This 
worthy achievement was brought to 
the notice of Lord Roberts, and he 
personally complimented the brave 
sergeant. 

A renort from Mafeking says that 
the horses and Canadian artillery 
seem to have been the most welcome 
of the relieving force. The garrison 
had been occupied, for eight months in 
keeping a line of defences eight miles 
long against modern artillery, while 
their zuns consisted of four muzzle- 
loading seven-povnders, which were 
constantly under repair, four Maxims, 
one Hotchkiss, one Nordenfeldt, one 
chip gun firing cannon balls, and one 
home-made howitzer. None of these 
guns had greater range than 8,000 
yards. It is impossible to express the 
delight of the town on seeing the horse 
and ‘Canadian artillery gallop into ac- 
tion after their marvellous march o 
300 miles in 12 days, and then in wat- 
ching the effect of the accurately aim- 
ed shells bursting immediately over 
the laager.The Boer encampment, 


which was already packed, was clear- 
ed in twenty minutes.

In any 

event the situation is not une tc canse 

any uneasiness. If dissention and dis- 

order prevail in the Boer ranks to such 

an extent that the surrender or de- 

fence of their capital is a matter of 

dispute, the time of their fint and 

complete dissolution is close at hand. 

United they might stand for a few 

months; divided their fall is a foregene 
conclusion. Again, if the city were 
evacuated its heavy defence guns 
would be removed, thus lessening most 

maiterially its chances for a protracted 
or successful resistance. There can be 
little or no doubt of the truthfulne-; 
ot _the first word received, telling cf£ 
Pretoria’s evacuation. Subsequen} 
and unforseen events may delay, but 
can scarcely prevent the speedy fall 
of the Transvaal capital.
